The Great Spidor.

Temperance In Ontario. 

The Temperance Leauge con- 
nected with tbe city medical 
schools held a meeting last week 
in tbe lecture-room of the To- 
ronto Scbool of Medicine. It is 
very gratifying to know that 180 
of the medical students of To 
ronto have taken the total ab- 
stinence pledge. This is another 
feature of the great moral move- 
ment in favor of temperance, and 
it ia very encouraging to aeo the 
medical men of the I uture identi- 
fying themeelves with it. Mr. 
F. S. ti pence, the energetic sec- 
retary of the Association regarded 
this League and the Tonng Men's 
'Prohibition Glob as the backbone 
ot the temperance movement. 
In times past reformers bad la- 
bored and perserved with but 
little success to onrb drunken 
neea. Now they demand Pro- 
hibition, and in due time they 
will get it. Their opponents had 
asked them to devote their time 
to the promotion of the moral 
suasion side ot the question. Se 
had to say that they were work- 
ing away at both the moral sua- 
sion side and the legislation ele- 
ment. There were 228 places 
for the sale of liquor in this city 
today, bat be hoped that in three 
months there would be only 150. 
All these places were authorized 
by Act of Parliment to make 
drunk anybody who had a desire 

to get into such a condition.

The Sphinx. 

Of the excavation now made around 
Kgypt'smostwond erf 1 1 1 monument, the 
1 .mid mi Times nays ; ''The paws of the 
sphinx, as they now ap|«ar, are a re- 
storation of Ho man date, being cased 
in comparatively Email Blabs, and to 
some extent hollow underneath. The 
breast of tbe sphinx has likewise been 
raced with slabs, apparently in Ronisn 
times ; and these Blabs have again been 
repaired by cutting away the weather- 
ed surface and inserting a fresh facing. 
Like the legs of the Colossi of the 
Plain, and those of the great statues 
at Aboo Siuible, the paws of the sphinx 
are covered with the, Greek scrawls of 
early travellers; but these graffiti are 
mostly of a late period, and so slightly 
scratched that few are legible through- 
out. Such aa they are, however, Prof. 
Mospero has, it is understood, devoted 
himself to the ungrateful and difficult 
task of translating them, 

"M, Utebaut's excavations are not 
limited to tbe clearance of tbe Bphinx 
only. Various Interesting tombs hive 
lately been discovered in tbe vicinity 
of the Great Pyramid, and to the west' 
ward the face of the Libyan Cliff has 
been reached wiiere it forms the 
natural boundary of the Pyramid 
plateau. Some sood early rock -cut 
tombs, with built fore courts, have 
been round In the face of this cliff, in 
two of which the wslled-up racemes, 
or secret chambers, culled 'serdabs,' 
which were constructed for the safe 
keeping or funerary portrait statues, 
are yet Intact with their contents. 
One contains a monolithic group of 
four figures representing the deceased, 
his wife, his brother, and a child. In 
another has been found a beautiful ala- 
baster altar, sculptured in bas-relief 
with the likeness of one Ita-ur ; and on 
the walls ot another occurs the name 
of Aseska-f, the successor of Menkara 
(Mencheres.) of the fourth dynasty. 
By far the most Interesting of these 
recent tomb discoveries la that of the 
sepulchre Ot a certain 'Snten He,' or 
'Hoyal Bon,' named Kubfukha-f ('the 
glory of Khufu'), who was probably 
the son of the builder of tbe Great 


Pyramid. The door way of tbe Inner 
chamber of this tomb Is decorated In 
bas-relief with tbe earilest|representa- 
tlon of a column yet discovered. The 
a haft la shown to be cylindrical, taper- 
ing slightly towards the top, where it 
ends In a ring surmounted by an evert- 
ed capital resembling tbe usual lotus 
capital, but without 3 tbe graceful 
curvature of outlins which dinting utsh- 
es the lotus order. The baas of tbe 
shaft la finished by a rounded drum. 
In this Interesting door way we have 
the profile portrait of a perfect column, 
base,. shafts, torus, and capital com- 
plete, thus showing that as an archi- 
tectural feature tbe column with all 
Its members was already fully develop- 
ed at the time of the fourthly nasty. 
Theciebrated tombs of; Bene! Hassan, 
in which occurs the earlier ^columns 
previously known belong to the twelfth 
dynasty, and are about 1 ,200 years later 
than the era Kbufu."-N. Y. Observer.
